Rep. Clabaugh 
Found Guilty 
In Anna Sale 


Fined $100, Charge 
Selling Window 
Screens to Hospital 


SPRINGFIELD ap - State Rep 
Charles W 
Clabaugh today 
was 
found guilty of “ conflict of Inter­ 
est” charges in connection with 
a contract for $890 worth of win­ 
dow screens for the Anna State 
hospital and was fined $100 and 
costs. 
Circuit Judge De Witt S. Crow 
overruled a motion to dismiss the 
charges which he had taken under 
advisement at the close of Cla- 
baugh’s trial Thursday, and then 
found him guilty and imposed the 
fine. 


Clabaugh, 
Champaign Republi­ 
can, 
is chairman of the 
state 
Schools Problems Commission. His 
attorney, Joseph Londrigan, indi­ 
cated he would have to study the 
decision before deciding whether 
to appeal. 
The maximum penalty under the 
law is a $1,000 fine. 
Clabaugh was charged with vio­ 
lating a law that bars state offi­ 
cials from dealing directly or in­ 
directly in state contracts. 
In overruling the motion to dis­ 
miss the charges Crow cited Lon- 
drigan’s trial arguments that the 
conflict of interest law applied on­ 
ly to printing and stationery con­ 
tracts and said there was "some 
doubt” that the law could be so 
interpreted. The doubt would have 
to be resolved in favor of the state, 
he said. 
Crow said from his study of the 
case it appeared that a contract 
had existed between Clabaugh and 
the state hospital and that Cla­ 
baugh had a financial interest in 
the contract, even though it wag 
not consummated and Clabaugh did 
not receive any money. 
Sangamon County State’* Atty. 
J. Waldo Ackerman based his case 
against Clabaugh on a series of 
19 letters between Clabaugh, the 
hospital and the screen supplier. 
Some of the letters notified Cla­ 
baugh that his Champaign Metal 
Weather Strip Co. was low bidder 
on the screen replacement job at 
the hospital and asked him to pro­ 
ceed with the work.

These tours m ay be taken in eith­ 
er direction or, when necessary, 
one m ay 'cut ac ro ss’ and shorten

Since any trip m ust begin 
.somewhere, the first one is be­ 
gun at the lookout above Big Kin 
caid Creek about six miles west 
of M urphysboro on Route 13. 
From this viewpoint one looks 
down on the creek a short way up 
from the place w here it joins Big 
Muddy River 
Now a sm all, mud- 
dy-banked 
stream , 
it once was 
large enough to rate a ferry about 
w here the bridge now is. 
In very 
early days flatboat* w ere loaded 
“ at the 
mouth of the K incaid ” 
William Boone, cousin of Daniel, 
loaded the first one of record there 
in D ecem ber 1811, just in tim e to 
have it on the Mississippi during 
the New M adrid earthq uak e. 
His

and 
successfully 
completed its journey.

About a half mile beyond Kincaid 
bridge a 
bronze m ark er on 
the 
south side of the highway points

place from which they left for K an ­ 
sas about 1832 
If one wishes to 
visit the site of the reservation he 
may turn hack a short distance 
to the roadw ay that leads south 
from the bridge and pass through 
Sand Ridge, oldest existing village 
in Jackson county 
No use look­ 
ing there for the cotton gin, how ­ 
ever, for it has been gone 90 years 
Back on Route 3 it is not far 
to the north end of Big Hill, w here 
a side road leads to G orham , out 
of which one m ay go on a gravel 
road southwest to Fountain Bluff, 
noted picnic ground 80 or more 
y ears ago 
On the face of the bluff 
a q u a rte r mile east from the picnic 
ground is the finest collection of 
Indian C arvings in the state. 
R eturning to Route 3 and con­ 
tinuing south past the Boone C em e­ 
tery, hidden on the hillside and 
suggesting several stories of early 
Jackson county, the next point of 
in terest is an old double log house 
called 
the 
Henson 
House. 
This 
house was built by Allen Henson 
who had been scalped by the In ­ 
dians and wore a patch of bare 
skull to old age 
Tradition has the 
south room of the house built in 
1808 
A m atuer checking of tree 
rings convinces the w riter that the 
date is correct 
Few Hom es Remain 
West around the south end of 
the long hill is the site of an early 
blockhouse that was built as a de­ 
fense against the Indians in the 
War of 1811 12, 
The road turns 
south n ear the place on the Mis­ 
sissippi where several b arges and 
at least one steam boat w ere built 
Red Town com es next. 
Only three 
or four of the houses that once 
were hom es for m ore than a thou­ 
sand persons are left standing 
West one sees the tow er that 
carries a gas pipeline across the 
river 
The huge rock n ear the 
tower is the D evil’s bake oven, 
noted 
lan dm ark 
for M ississippi 
steam boat pilots. 
On and against 
this rock are the foundations of 
a one tim e fine residence, the place 
where the m aiden 'pined aw ay and 
died because she could not see her 
lover. 
Lore has it that her w raith 
like figure still floats about the 
rock and, on wild nights, m ay be 
heard 
to shriek. 
A detac h m en t 
of soldiers cam ped here In 1850 
while attem pting to rid the river 
of pirates. 
South from the Oven and through 
a missing v erteb ra in the D evil’s 
Back Bone is the site of the once 
prosperous iron works with their 
m any coke furnaces. 
At the south 
end of the Back Bone is the place 
where the greatest Indian m a s s a ­ 
cre in the state of Illinois took 
place 
From this sam e place an 
excellent view may be had of Tow ­ 
er Hock or the Rock of the Cross, 
rich in history and legend. 
View of Bluff 
South of G rand Tower past the 
site of the lower furnace and thru 
painful evidences of a decaying 
village one retu rn s to Route 3 and 
soon reaches the Big Muddy R iver 
at the place where a locomotive 
fell through the railway bridge and 
carried its crew to death in the 
riyer 
Here one m ay turn west j 
and have a wonderful approaching 
view of the bluff, about 300 feet i 
high 
At the bluff one m ay turn 
left and go over the top of Pine 
Hills or right and go along the foot 
j of the cliff w here spring com es 
first in southern Illinois. 
Along 
this roadw ay one m ay see strange 
plants, striking 
rock form ations, 
hoaxer dam s and perhaps a hut or 
two.

Churches Aggravating Shortage 
OI Ministers by Favoring Youth

fetish of youth. 
D enom inational 
l e a d e n 
report 
a growing tendency am ong local 
congregations

a rb itra ry 
age lim its in hiring new pastors. 
Many pulpit co m m ittees refuse 
to consider any applicant over 40. 
S urveys show that m in isters over 
h0 often have great difficulty in 
finding em ploym ent 
This discrim ination against old­ 
er 
m inisters 
is 
h u r t i n g the 
churches, as well as the clergy ­ 
m en who are 
consigned 
to the 
scrap heap in the prim e of their 
professional c areers. 


T h e 
N ational 
Council 
of 
C hurches 
reported 
recently that 
m ajor 
U. 
S, 
P rotestant bodies 
now have a shortage of at least 
25,000 
m inisters. 
Church 
m em ­ 
bership has been growing much 
m ore 
rapidly 
th an 
the flow of 
trained 
m inisters from 
sem inar­ 
ies, 
T he council estim ates that 
A m erican churches will need up­ 
w ards of 168,000 additional m in­ 
isters by 1975 
to m eet 
the 
d e­ 
m ands 
of their 
ever-expanding 
enrollm ent. 


Narrow Field 


Why—in the face of this serious 
’hortage 
of 
professional 
m an­ 
pow er—do churches sharply nar­ 
row their own field of prospec­ 
tive pasto rs by Insisting on youth 
as an indispensable qualification?

Carr, 
assistant 
jea n 
of

D ivinity 
School, 
writing 
in the 
current Christian 
Century 
m agazine, 
lists 
three 
“ popular 
fa lla cies” 
that 
cause 
churches to shy away from m in­ 
isters over 50. 


F allacy number one is that the 
older m inister is “a poor health 
risk.” Carr rebuts this notion by 
pointing to studies of the U. S. 
Public 
Health 
Service, 
which 
show that the average incidence 
of 
illness is 
actually 
higher at 
rg e SO than at age 50. 


A second fallacy is that “ older 
m en are less efficient and less 
effective 
in their w ork.” 
Carr 
says 
this 
generalization 
about 
older persons “ has been w idely 
accepted in industry and is often 
carried over into the thinking of 
churchm en who are charged with 
the selection of new m inisters.” 
Refuted By Research 
But here, as in the case of the 
health question, research has re­ 
futed 
the 
popular idea 
Several 
studies , in 
recent 
years 
have 
shown 
that 
older 
men 
develop 
disciplined work habits 
and an 


ability to concentrate which m ore 
than offsets any slowing down af 
their reflexes. 
They also tend to 
be m ore conscientious about the 
perform ance of their duties, and 
leses distracted by outside inter­ 
cuts. 


The third fallacy is the b elief 
that a youthful m inister 
is 
the 
only kind who can “ capture the 
im agination and win the hearts 
of 
the 
y o u n g 
people 
of 
the 
church.” 


“ The young people them selves 
would be the first to deny th is,” 
Carr says. “ If you observe stu­ 
dents in secondary schools and in 
colleges, you will often discover 
that the teacher they m ost res­ 
pect and love, the teacher who is 
exercising the greatest influence 
in their lives, is one whose hair 
has long since turned gray with 
a g e.”

w aste of 
‘the 
trem endous resource we have in 
our older m inisters.”
